RTCA,   Sept.  15. — 'Ihc  Russian  revolutionary  military  ciuncil. 
presided  over  by  I.eon  Trotzky,  is  reported  to  have  decided 
to  prepare  immediatrly  for  attioii  all  the  forces  in  the  Cau- 
casian republics  and  Muftcow,  forces  stationed  ui  other  parts  of  the 
Caucasus  and  the  Soviet  Black  Sea  fleet. 

It  \%  reported  that  one  corps  of  Soviet  fo^cc•^  already  i-  stationed 
on  the  Angora  frontier,  ready  to  march  to  the  assistance  of  Mustapha 
Kemal  Pasha  in  case  the  Turkish  Nationalist  leader  advances  on 
Constantinople. 

An  extraordinary  ccjnference  of  the  rcvcdutionary  military  coun- 
cil, presided  over  by  Leon  Trotzky,  has  been  held  in  Moscow, 

The  resi>lutions  passed  at  the  session  are  being  kept  secret, 
but  persons  claiming  they  have  knowledge  of  them  assert  that  it  was 
decided  to  take  the  <teps  outlined  above.

He  cannot 
be  described  aa  a  particularly  gar- 
rulous man.  Indeed,  hia  reticence  as 
a  public  man  has  been  a  source  of 
•offie  tribulation  to  newspaper  re- 
porters. No  cabinet  or  party  secrets 
have  been  extracted  from  him  by  the 
most  skttfut  of  interviewers.  He 
keeps  )iis  i>wii  (dunael  and  the  coon- 
ael  of  his  colleagues.  Therefore,  on 
this  occasion  of  the  present  visit  no 
one  need  look  for  any  very  explicit 
statements  regarding  the  policy  uf 
the  Government  as  that  policy  affects 
British  Columbia.  VVc  shall  have  to 
be  content,  probably,  with  the  sen- 
tentious statement  that  the  Minister 
is  a  friend  of  the  Province.  The 
Minister  himself,  by  the  way,  not- 
withstanding his  masterly  ailence  on 
every  a«bi«ct  of  aurpassing  interest 
to  politicians  and  i  ilirr  people,  en- 
joys great  personal  jiupiilarity  wher- 
ever he  IS  known,  and  that  is  most 
intimately  in  Iiis  own  constituency. 

Facts  have  demonstrated  that  the 
•ilcnce  of  Hon.  J.  H.  King  is  not  due 

to  any  weakness  of  character.  The 
supreme  test  of  this  was  applied  al- 
most immediately  upon  his  transla- 
tion from  the  rrosinrial  tn  the  ItM- 
tral  field.  Ho  one  but  the  Minister 
himself   and    a   few   ethers  know 

about  tlir  ii  iMiiriidiiiis  pressure  that 
was  brought  to  bear  upon  the  head 
qf  the  Public  Works  Department  to 

have  work  Upon  iIk-  I'.siiMim.ilt  Kr.iv 
tag  dock  permanently  suspended  and 
eoastniction  of  a  naw  deck  begun 
at  •  place  that  need  not  b«  apecifi 
cally  mentioned.  Great  moral  cour- 
age and  considerable  strength  of 
character  were  if'i'J"fd  to  resist  de- 
mands that  were  not  those  of  a  mo- 
ment, but  were  persisted  in  with  in- 
tensified determination  for  «  long 
period  of  time.  Consequently  it  is 
but  fair  to  the  Minister  to  accept  his 
statement  that  he  is  a  friend  of  the 
Province,  and  to  add  that  his  friend- 
liness is  not  of  a  quality  that  can  be 
affected  by  tremendous  political  in- 
lluence.  There  are  nut  a  few  votes 
in  Vancouver  and  neighborhood,  and 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  at 
taches  some  importance  to  votes,  be- 
ing hereditarily  and  in  every  respect 
a  strong  party  man. 

\V>  wish  Hun.  J.  H.  King  a  pleas- 
ant time  during  his  short  sojourn 
wHh  us.  H«  If  entitled  to  all  the 
pirasurr  he  run  get  here  at  this  par- 
ticularly aRrcrable  season  of  the 
year,  because  there  i*  a  trying  Win- 
ter anead  of  him  at  the  capital  of 
Canada.

Congress  is  saiil  to  !ia\e  prepared 
a  big  stkk  and  placed  it  in  the  hands 
of  |hc  President  for  disciplining  the 
nations.  That  is  ore  infrrpretaf ion 
of  certain  of  the  provisions  of  the 
new  United  States  tariff.  There  must 
be  no  fiscal  descrimiuation  aR;iin<t 
the  business  of  tkt  Mw  United 
States  or  the  stick  will  fall  with 
a  dull  tluid  iii'.iii  tl-r  lirad  rif  the  of- 
fender. As  the  tariff  itself  is  directed 
chiefly  against  Canada,  although  its 
provisions  arc  general,  we  must  be 
prepared  to  either  retreat  ur  to  duck 
our  heada. 

There  is  really  nothinK  new  either 
in  tne  provitioas  of  the  tariff  or  in 
the  explanstlona  of  them,  although 
they  may  differ  in  degree  from  pre- 
vious efforts  of  a  similar  kmd.  Can- 
adians did  not  retreat  then,  neither 
did  they  dmtit,  fot  tb«  Wg  utkk  m 
n«it  fall.

The  fat  is  in  the  fire  in  Europe 
and  in  Asia  again.  Whether  there 
is  going  to  l)e  a  temporary  (larc-up 
of  considerable  proportions  should 
be  disclosed  within  a  short  time.  The 
Turks,  having  got  the  upper  hand  of 
a  feeble  enemy  that  should  have  re- 
mained at  home  to  attend  to  its  own 
affairs,  arc  resorting  to  the  usual 
Turkish  methods.  They  are  carrying 
death  and  devastation  and  other 
things  in  their  path.  They  are  threat- 
ening to  throw  an  army  into  Constan- 
tinople and  to  upset  all  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  League  of  Nations 
They  doubtless  believe  that  the  situ 
ation  is  particularly  favorable  for  a 
daring  coup  of  tliat  kind.  The  arniie.s 
of  the  Allies  have  been  disbanded 
and  their  navies  have  been  reduced  in 
strength.  Yet  tiie  Dardanelles  arc 
open;  the  fortifications  have  been  de- 
stroyed; and  there  are  a  few  ships 
left  that  could  teach  a  lesson  to  an 
army  that  occupied  the  capital  of  the 
Turks. 

Doubtless  there  is  a  thorough 
undcrstandiug  between  the  Sublime 
Porte  and  the  government  of  Ger- 
many just  now  as  there  was  before 
and  during  the  war.  The  bond  that 
was  forged  by  Bnver  Bey  and  the 
former  ruler  of  (lemiany  still  r\ists, 
we  may  be  sure,  and  when  the  Allies 
are  embarrassed  in  one  particular,  it 
is  thought  to  be  a  Rood  tactiial  ganir 
to  harass  them  111  another.  Cermany, 
as  everybody  knows,  never  will  ful- 
fill lirr  (ihtigations  if  she  lan  discover 
a  loophole  to  crawl  through.  She 
thinks  she  has  discovered  one  now, 
and  she  is  faking  advantage  of  it.  She 
refuses  to  pay  and  she  will  not  pay 
unless  she  is  compelled  to  do  it. 
Therefore  there  is  an  apparent  crisis. 
We  believe  it  is  only  apparent. 
Threatened  with  actual  action  by 
France,  assuredly  Germany  will  back 
down,  just  as  she  has  done  on  other 
occasions.

\Mo  -Museums? 

"One  of  the  great  purposes  of

If  flie>  wished.  enjoy  speiinien.s 
bnartled  in  the  private  collection. 
The  public  museum  was  the  best 
place  for  objects  ef  Interest,  and  had 
the  advantage  of  securinir  polios  and 
Are  protection.  The  mu-eum  at  Otta- 
wa waa  open  seven  (i;i>M  in  the  week, 
and  aonie  t^vr'nlnga  as  well.

Something  of  the  research  work 
being  done  by  the  Canadian  Oovern- 
ment  was  explained.

■iltluiiiffh  not  noted  for  generosity  In 
BiatterinK  Ita  literature  Ind  Iscrl  ni  i - 
nntely,  made  a  pi.lnt  of  niiiiUiiK  to 
100  Inipcrt.'int  muwruniH  of  the  world 
copies  of  one  hundred  of  each  of  it.s 
publicationa.  This  surely  minimised 
the  chances  of  this  Information  per- 
ishing, and  plaeed  it  within  reeeh  of 
a  wide  public. 

Ottawa  Museum 

A  eucceaslon  of  excellent  slides  de- 
ploted  some  of  the  aeetlons  of  the 
museum  at  Ottawa.  This  aetting  up 
of  specimens  was  one   of  the  Ia«t 

ateps  in  the  work  of  the  niuseuni 
maker.  After  gatheriiiK  the  specl- 
intns.  collecting  the  dsta.  compiling 
the  records,  and  rubliahing  the  re- 
pert,  the  mueeum  would  turn  to  the 
oonfideratlon  of  the  setting  up  of 
apeelmena.  To  make  these  ef  highest 
educational  value  to  the  public  there 
should  he  shown  with  such  speci- 
mens iin  abatracf  of  the  imlipi  at  ion 
concerning  the  s.ime  preeer\ed  in 
the  flies.

Th©  museum  mors  ond  more  at- 
tempted, too.  to  gtvs  ths  history  of 
the  habits  of  ths  human  race.  It 
might  bs  a  long  time.  It  might  be 
nsver,  before  the  publle  would  com  e. 
to  a  realization  of  the  palnatalcing 
work  underuken  by  scientists  In  try- 
ing to  find  out  bow  "man'a  fellow - 
man"  had  lived  m  other  ages  and  In 
other  parta  of  the  world.

A  con.scrvative  Xt-w  ^  t.rk  daily  oliscrvcs  that  it  the  Daufrhcrtv  injunction  against 
Strike  propaganda  were  literally  enforc  ed,  every  striker  would  be  "dt.omcd  to  a  life  of  silent 
meditation  and  prayer."  Since  the  popular  reaction  to  the  injunction  obtained  against 
striking  railway  men  is  likely  to  determine  whether  future  officiali  will  have  recourse  to  it, 
It  18  of  immense  importance  to  show  just  where  the  press  stand  pn  it. 

The  leading  article  in  THE  LITERARY  DIGEST  this  week  (September  16)  pre- 
sents all  sh.ides  of  public  opinion.    Labor  leaders  feel  that  the  injunction  "denies  them  free 

speech  and  i)eaccfnl  a^^rniMy.  '  and  put^  the  Government  in  the  role  of  a  strikebreaker,  while 
railway  executives  feel  the  Government  has  "gummed  the  works"  just  as  thi^^iad  the  strikf 
beaten. 

The  St.  I.oiiis'Star  and  tlie  Scranton  Timc«;  agree  that  this  injunction  is  a  strike- 
breaking weapon,  pure  and  simple,  and  the  In;lianapolis  Union  calls  it  "a  hiphlv  dangerous 
precedent"  which  "can  but  in  the  end  lead  to  deep  re.sentment  in  the  hearts  of  millions  and 
to  eventual  Bolshevism,  that  is,  hatred  for  the  class  favoring  the  injunction." 

While  many  editors  decry  the  injunclion  there  are  «;er.res  of  <,thers  who  feel  that 
Attorney-General  Daugherey  was  conii)clied  to  take  just  the  action  he  did  take. 

The  places  of  striking  .shopmen  can  he  hllcd,  hut,  we  read  in  the  C  lncaj;o  Daily  Xews, 
"burned  bridges,  wrecked  trains,  locomotives  subjected  to  sabotage,  peaceful  workers 
beaten  or  killed— these  prove  the  existence  of  active  and  widespread  criminality."  This 
leading  feature-article  in  the  "Digest"  is  illustrated  by  appropriate  pictures.
